The trial attracted a large crowd, but 
those who expected a sensational trial 
were disappointed, for the proceedings 
wore very commonplace. 

The District Attorney contented him- 
self with introducing the evidence of 
several persons who bad received the 
book from Moore through the mails, and 
in order to prove that the book was ob 
scene he bad read a ihOrl extract from it. 

Moore was not represented by counsel, 
and asked none of ihe witnesses sgainst 
him any questions. He offered no evi 
dence In his own behalf, and when asked 
whether be had any argument 
make to the Jury he spoke for fifteen 
minutes. He admitted having sent tin 
book through the mails, but contended 
that it was not obscene, within the mean- 
ing of that in the statutes. 

' I have never bueu accused of being an 
immoral man, and ii was not my purpose 
to bo a party to any immorality." said he. 
He also claimed that he did not know ol 
the existence of tie statute under WJich 
be bad been indirted, as that law had 
been changed in 1S88, and the old law, 
which he had consulted, bad not been the 
same as the present one He pleaded for 
his release on the ground that he was 
not knowingly guilty.

Washington, Nov. H.— First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Jones has sub- 
mitted his report. It calls attention 
to a saving in his branch of the serviee 
.luring the past year of $l.:i«.V977. Mr. 
Jones recotnmendn an appropriation of 
817,000,000 to cover compensation 
of postroastora for the next fiscal 
year, and $10,500,00 for clerk 
hire at first and second 
claas post offioes. Be recommends the 
order recently promulgated by the 
president, providing for the consolida- 
tion of fourth-class post oAoes and 
says the only positions at first- 
clasa post offices that are 
now exceptod from civil service 
examination are assistant posmaster, 
private aecrotary and stenographer, 
cashier and assistant cashier: at sec- 
ond-class offloee, assistant postmauter. 

Mr. Jones does not favor maintain- 
ing experimental Area delivery servloe 
in towns and Tillages but slates that if 
the people still demand and ho assumes 
congress will pass tho nsasssary ap- 
propriation to establish ths serviee. 
In view of the great saving- effected 
and the general Improvement in tho 
service, especially In the Urge oities, 
Mr. Jones recommends the employ- 
ment of a number of man in the larger 
offices whoso regular duty it shall be 
to lnspeet tho work of carriars. make 
suggestions ae to extensions and 
changes of routes, and. in fact, to 
havs a general supervision of the 
work of oarriara outside oi post or- 
rises.
